TI»e Popular jEnthctic* of Color. 


A>~idle blue is pre-eminently anil over- 


whelmingly the nisiscnlhie favorite, it 
is by no means so general a feminino 
favorite. Thn favorite woman's color, 
standing at the head ot" the fo.rnide list, 
is red. Roughly ypeaking, of every 80 
masculine votf,s 10 would be for blue 
and 3 for red, while of every 30 femi- 
nine votes 4 would b« for blue and 5 for 
red, Eeil and blue aro thus much rnoro 
nearly equally popular among women 
than among men. Other relatively 
marked masculine preferences are for 
the «;olors related to blue (blue violet 
:ind violet), and other feminine prefer- 
ences are for lighter red (or pink) and, to 
a less extent, for grtxin and yellow. 
Further, men confine their selections to 
relatively fewer colors than <lo women, 
and, finally, while »11 men and women 
alike are much more apt to choose . a 
normal than a transitional color and a 
darker than a lighter shade, yet the tend- 
ency to do so (abcmt tho same in tho 
former direction.) is .markedly different 
in the latter rospqct. Of 12 men 10 would 
choose among the darker colors and only 
3 among the lighter for the most pleas- 
ing color, wliilo of 13 women 7 would 
choose among the darker :ind 5 among 
tho lighter shsules.—Professor .Tastrow 
in Popular Science Monthly.

The Mock rest was made by cutting as 


indicated in the accompanying diagram. 
This particular drawing is one fnniish- 
ed by one firm that I have had prepai&d 
for illustration iu class work, but the 
other firm use practically the same 
method except that the parts marked 
"breast,'' "shank," "shoulder" aud 
"neck" generally go as one piece called 
"clmck," and this cut was rated uni- 
formly at 2 wars a pound iu each lot of 
the station sheep.

The prices put oa the other cuts of 


the station shet-p varied somewhat in 
the different breeds, owing to quality 
and size. The Southdown and Shrop- 
shire lambs were rated highest, the 
prices being as given ia the illustration. 


It will be seen that there is a marked 


variation in the value of the diifen-ut 
parts of a carcass of mutton according 
to the Chicago wholesale market. There

other, but a primolog of lamb ts always 
a choice cut. The leg cut in it good cia-* 
cass of mutton constitutes 30 per ctnt 
by weight and sells for 40 per cent of 
the entire value. All of the hind part of 
the carcass, it will be observed, consists 
of high priced mutton, while the cheap 
nrattou is all found in front. In the 
wholts^le market much of the mutton 
is ouly cut throngh the middle, leaving 
all bnt the last rib on the froat cut 
This puts the loin and leg into one cut, 
termed a "saddle" of mutton. The" front1 
half, then, contains the "rib" and the 
other cuts, which together constitute 
the "chuck," and the whole half taken 
thus:is called the "rack." Oat in this 
manner a carcass consists of a "saddle" 
and a "rack." Packers rate a sheep that 
cats as much weight in the saddle (rear 
half) as in the rack (front half) a good 
one. In the station lambs the saddles 
taken entire were valued at 8 cents a 
pound and the racks at 4 cents. This 
makes the:rear half of a lamb worth 
twice as much as the front half. These 
lambs also cut on the average more than 
half in saddles, making' the difference 
Still greater. Sheep or lambs unnecijs- 
sarily heavy in KHonlder, head and ueck 
are oajectioiiab!-:!. By way of explana- 
tion I will here say that this objection 
was given as a reason for rating the 
Dorsets below the others. The slaughter 
and block tests to sonic extent substan- 
tiated this objection, though it is prob- 
able that it was overestimated. 


In addition to the foregoing compari- 


sons, the legs, loins and ribs'of two rep- 
resentative aaimals in each lot were 
photographed ou. the block in such posi- 
tion as to give crass sect ion views, show- 
ing the thickness and other character- 
istics of eaclf'Cut.

Foil Corncrlbn and Lean Came. 


With overflowing corncribs every- 


where and corn selling iu tho country 
as low as 11 cents a bushel, says The 
Stockman, it i.s difficult to account for 
the large, numbers .of half fat cattle, that 
are being sent to market. Greut num- 
bers of 1,100 to 1,300 pound Btcers that 
have been fed 60 to 90 days keep com- 
ing hero aud have to bo sold at ruinously 
low prices—$3.60 to f4 per 100 pounds. 
Then there are lots of 1,250 to 1,350 
pound steers selling between $4 and 
$4.50 that are too light for either the 
eastern shippers or the exporters, nud 
consequently they are taken by dressed 
beef concerns. If these 1,250 to 1,350 
pound cattle were only made heavy 
enough for the wants of eastern shippers 
or exporters, they would easily sell for 
25 to 40 cents per 100 pounds more. By 
holding them back and putting on this 
extra flesh tho feoder would certainly 
cousnlt his own interests, as lie. \vould 
add largely to his profits.

cschaiiRp, but, there arc now BOIUC signs 
of a revival cf interc'st. in them. Their 
hardiness am! ability to lake «i.-o of 
themselves commtiid then! to ranchmen, 
and tliOKO \\}-<-, luive triod them ou the 
r;u)gu nni giviiisj veiy favorable rep'irtis.

While speaking Mr. Bishop bad led 


the way ovnr to the watering trough, 
vrheiv a number of the tenants were 
having ;i driuk. Near by were a feed 
laauger, a liayrack and a salt manger. 
The animals paid no attention to their 
hnman visitors beyond a raising and 
projection of their awningliko ears. 


"This is the kind of life they enjoy," 


said the mule raiser. "It's jnst about 
their style of temperature, there aren't 
any flies to l<other them, they have 
plenty to <;at aud drink, and altogether 
I donbt if yon could find another spot on 
earth \vhew> tho average of contentment 
in higher thau right here. The mole is 
an unambitious sort of creature. All he 
wants is to be let alone and he's happy. 
For all tluit it would take a very little 
thing to bring about a riot here that 
wonld send you and me vaulting over 
tliat fence in one second if we wanted 
to wave our bones. All that yon would 
have to do to start it would bo to drop a 
rail do ITU on the heel of one of them. 
They're very suspicions of any attack 
from behind and very quick to resent it. 
The first one would sc-ud tho rail flying 
up in the air, and it would come rat- 
tling down on another one, who'd take 
a kick at it, «nd a third would join in, 
and first tiling yon knew the yard would 
be full of flying hoofs and the air of 
thuds lite the' banging of a muffled bass 
drum. That's the sound one mule's 
hoofs makes against another mule's ribs. 
There's a surprising power of resistance 
in those ribs. It's a good thing, too, for 
if there weren't the rate of mortali^r 
hero, would be very high. " 


"Do the mules ever fight among 


themselves just for the fun of it?" asked 
the reporter. 


"Not those of the same variety. 
We 


have a number of varieties here, and we 
keep each herded separately. I've seen 
duels between two mules, and they were 
fierce and exciting, for these anim:Js 
have a sort of bulldog grit, and they 
won't give up while they can stand." 


"What is the best brand of mule?" 
"A crosM between » Spanish jack and 


a Kentucky thoroughbred mare produces 
a good mule. The jacks often come at a 
high mice. I've known $3,500 to be 
paid for one. The mules we get here are 
mostly from 4 to 7 years old, between 
wluch ages they are the most easily 
marketable. Jforth America breeds tho 
best mules in the world. France exports 
many, but they arc fat aud lazy and 
cannot bo rousod to hard labor by any 
amount of coaxing or abuse. The South 
American breed are small, aud while 
iheyliave the spirit to work they haven't 
the 8in>ngth^eo we ship to those coun- 
tries. It costs 8-10 ahead for transporta- 
tion aud $6 or §8 for duty, so the mule 
accumulates considerable cost by tho 
timo he arrives. 
Speaking of a mule's 


strength, hero is a peculiar fact — that 
they seem to gain inspiration by work- 
ing together. I've known 20 mules to 
haul s SC ton load without a protest. 
where if you had tried to persuade tuiy 
one'of them to stint off with his share 
of l)a to"8 behind him :4ono ho would 
either lie down and try to die or else at- 
tempt to kicV the loiif? iu two and talso 
the. lighter half. " 


As Mr. Bishop led tho way into tu<- 


other division, a solid built horso with 
several brands on his sides walked across 
the yard, followed by a pack of mules. 
When he stopped all the mules stopped 
aud gathered around him iu admiring 
contemplation. This horse was Bams, 
ouc of Buffalo Bill's anhuak, quiet and 
peaceable in the open, but a demon 
when saddled and mounted. He is used 
to lend tho mules cu board ship. All 
mnles have this same respectful admira- 
tion for a horse, regarding him, prob- 
ably, asji superior being. Before Barns' 
time Mr, Bishop, had a spotted horso 
named Harry, whose occupation and 
chief pleasure in life it was to lead tho 
mules consigned to foreign ports on 
board ship and then gallop down tho 
gangplank neighing with gleo ^nrhile 
they were being imprisoned oil deck. 
They are very good sailors as a ruU\ 
and of a consignment cf 1 , 500 that weat 
to Cuba not long ago for use by the 
Spanish soldiery not one was seriously 
affected by the voyage. Of the relative 
values of horse and mule Mr. Bishop 
(•ays:

doesn't show any when lie's excited. Of 
course the mulo is no miiteh for the 
horso in si>eed or bounty. Physically, 
however, he is the sturdier aniniiU. His 
digestion is letter, ho isn't no liable to 
disosisc, suul he can better endnre the 
rigor* of h«at. and cold. As u worker ho 
is slowly bnt win sly replacing the 
b iwe. '' — Now York Situ.

TK« Prison Xjkbor Qucntioa. 


In England n question that agi- 


tates us is discussed—that of prison 
labor. Sir Edmund Du Kano pre- 
sents onu phase of the subject in 
Tho Contemporary Review: 


The foot has evidently never been 


considered by those who assume 
that industrial work can be intro- 
duced as the general practice in 
prisons on thosupposition apparent- 
ly that the moral effect is the only 
point to be considered. It is only a 
small residue who can be profitably 
employed. 


To lind employment even for thia 


limited number is not without diffi- 
culties, tho principal of which is to 
find customers for the work they 
can do. Evidently the prison depart- 
ment iteelf has wants which prison 
labor can supply, and accordingly, 
since the prisons have been united 
into one department, a groat develop- 
ment of this work has taken place, 
Buch as was not possible when each 
prison was an isolated unit Tailor- 
ing, shoenmking, tin working, weav- 
ing, knitting and many other lite 
trades are now carried on in certain 
local prisons for tho supply of the 
whole number. A very largo amount 
of building work, involving carpen- 
tering, bricklaying and iron work, 
has biicn carried on in local prisons, 
and this, with tho hairing, cooking, 
washing, etc., absorbs a largo num- 
ber of the available prisoners. But 
there is still n largo residue for 
whoso work outside consumers must 
be found, und this residue will be 
larger if the groas number of prison- 
ers should again increase.

Tbe fur trapper has had his day 


in the United States, and as a prod- 
uct oi past conditions he is disap- 


aring as surely as the game which 


he has hunted. In the great north- 
em belt of states bordering upon 
the Canadian lino he is found in 
dwindling numbers, vainly striving 
to make a living in his precariof* 
calling and bemoaning tho times 
when it was an easy matter to find 
enough animals in his traps each 
day to keep him supplied with mon- 
ey. It is now the work of a week 
to gather tho skins that formerly 
came to his traps in a day. 


.The popularity of furs has not de- 


clined. In fact, they are more in 
demand than ever, and fashion de- 
crees that they shall be worn every 
winter on garments for men and for 
women. Most of them command a 
higher price than ever in the histc- 
ry of civilization, but tho trapper 
does not profit so much by this 


snge as mierht he supposed. Tbo 


fur hearing animals an- disappear- 
ing faster than tho prices for furs 
advance. Other unsettled regions 
of the globe f re l>?iug explored to 
help supply the markets of tho 
world with skins, and science is do- 
ing everything in its power to uril- j 


e the lOEircon ^kir.1* of the domes- 


ticated animaK The fur C/f Ifce cat, 
dog, sheep, lamlt and other animaLs 
of our barnyard and household has 
already become valuable commer- 
cially, and through the dyer's art 
and the currier's skill the wor.rcrs 
tsf fijeap furs are totally deceived. 


It is not an easy matter to ascer- 


tain tbe relative value of the impor- 
tant furs, but those taken from tho 
forests and woods of this country 
are much higher tli.in in former 
days. The silver fox tbat abounded 
BO plcntifnlly in our northern woods 
is now a comparatively rare animal, 
and from $100 to S-'OO i* paid for 
first cia&s specimens. The darker 


c fiir of tho silver fox tho more 


valuable it is, and consequently tho 
farther north the trappers go tbe 
hotter hick they have. Thos>; over 
the Canadian border trap mure aud 
better silver foxes than can be found 
anywhere in the United States, al- 
though northern Maine and tho 
Michigan peninsula liavo yielded 
some oAcellent silver foxes. Owing 
to the great demand for this fur tho 
animals have been tT.q,u-"sl :md 
huiitwl so pen-intently that they aro 
very scarce, and the few remaining 
ones arc moro timid and harder to 
catch than tho common red fox. 


The trapper i-ees his industry 


shrinking year by year, and with 
out any possible improvement iu 
the future he realizes thitt the doom 
ol" his class has been sounded. An- 
other genera tion, and he will be gone, 
along with the Indian fighter, tho 
prairie scout ami the buffnln hunter.

At 
tho end of a few seconds is heard 
tho scratching sound of a slate pen- 
cil, and when tho lights are turned 
up again the answers to questions 
addressed to the spirit may be rend, 
usually in badly written characters. 


Well, in spite of appearances, it
